. Fort Colville bas been visited of late with 
4 continuous shock of earthquake ; a cor- 


respondent from there says :— 

* On the evening of the 14th inet , at half- 
past ten o’clock,we were startled by « severe 
shock of earthquake, which was followed by 
four or five other distinct shocks at intervals 
duting the night. Slight vibrations bave 
been felt nearly every day since. And onthe 
morning of the 28th, about half.past ten 
o’clock, there was a very perceptible shock. 
Most of the Indians that 1 bave heard from 
are very much frightened, and in some in- 
stances fatal results bave followed. One 
woman of the lower Spokanee lost her mind, 
wandered off tothe mines, and was found 
dead a day or two afterwards. Several oth- 
ers are quite sl] from its effects. The ea:th- 
quake was particularly severe in the vicinity 
of Okanagan lake. Two Indiass who came 
ever from there, report thata poiut of land 
projecting into the lake, has disappeared, 
apd that the earth bas opened from eighteen 
inches tq two feet, in several places, They 
state also that the country was fall of smoke 
tothe north, and that a noise resembling 
thuoder came from the same direction. There 
is great consternation among the Okanagan 
Indians, and I bave sent the interpreter to 
pacify them, and report upon the result of 
the eartiiquake.

force whose members joined, on the promise 
of & grant of lund to each. 

Being strongly impressed with the necessity 
for education, the Government provided that 
land should be apportioned towards defraying 
the schoul's expenses. The result was as 
fullows:— 

First.—The Freoch balf-breed reserve com. 
prising 62 townships. 
~ Second,—The Roman Catholic Church do 
Main, nearly one township, or 36 square miles. 
| Third.—38 townships to the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, 

Poorth.—17 townships outside ihe French 
half-breed reserve, for the purpose of educa- 
tion. ; 

Fifth,—8 townships, allotted, or to beal! ott 
ed, to discharge volunteers. 

Thus nearly one-third of the Province of 


4,536 square miles, It is evident that the 
Manitobaas are going to work masfally, Not 
more than three years old, and they have 
managed to dispose of a third of @ provisce 
about two-thirds the size of Nova Scotia. 
This is quick work, and it seems to be done 
with a strict regard to jyestice and equity. 
The claids of the balf-breeds bave puree 
been recdgvized. They certainly have as 
much right to 160 acres to a family as members 
ofthe whiter breed hare. The rights of the 
Roman~Cetholic Church, deting beck toe 
period anterior to the possession of the coun- 
try by the Domision, have been ted. 
The terms of the purchase have been rigidly
